Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 07/21/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Examiner has thoroughly reviewed Applicant's arguments but firmly 
believes that the cited reference reasonably and properly meets the claimed limitation 
as rejected. 

Applicant's argument -"the claim requires different respectively positions for 
different classes" according to the preamble in claim 1. 

Examiner's response - In response to applicant's argument that the references 
fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon 
which applicant relies (i.e., the claim requires different respectively positions for different 
classes) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). The 
preamble describes "each of said classes having corresponding formats wherein a 
known bit pattern is located in different respective positions with said data frame." The 
preamble only discloses "a known bit pattern is located in different respectively 
positions" instead of the classes. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12-22 are allowed. 
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3. Claims 2-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but. 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to teach and suggest a method of classifying a received data 
frame as belonging to one of a plurality of possible classes, comprising determining D1 , 
D2 and calculating the ration R steps as recited in claims 12 and 16 and computing a 
second value as recited in claim 2 and using DTX or CDVCC, and Euclidian as recited 
in claims 7, 8 and 9, respectively.
